tance from a shiny metal cup or a 
thin glass filled with@water, a lump! 
of ice, and a thermometer. 

The water should be lukewarm 
at the start. Then put in the lump 
of ice and stir with the thermome- 
ter. By and by the outside of the 
vessel will begin to “sweat,” due 
to the condensation of the mois- 
ture of the air on its eold surface. 
When this happens, observe the 
temperature of the water. That 
temperature is what is Known as 
the “dew point.” 

If it is above 65 degrees Fahren- 
heit it indicates that the air has 
abundant moisture, which under or- 
dinary circumstances, in’ combina- 
tion with a hot sun, is quite likely 
to mean the breeding of one or 
more local heat thunderstorms in 
the afternoon. Generally speaking, 
if the dewpoint is above 70 in the 
morning a thunderstorin is likely 
to develop before night.

Staple agricultural product,’’? and 
are therefore recognized as collat- 
eral for loans from the federal in- 
termediate credit banks. 

Dispatches coming out of Wash- 
ington recently erroneously stated 
that the federal farm loan board, 
which was given the power of ad- 
ministering the rural credits act 
that created the intermediate cred- 
It banks, had ruled that peanuts, 
walnuts and almonds were not 
“staple agricultural products” en- 
titled to credit benefits. Follow-

FRUIT JUICES FOR THE BABY. 


When a baby is fed on whole or in 
part with grep eagnieonns. sterilized, or 
boiled milk, necessary to give the 
baby some iron fruit juice, such as 
orange every day, if possible, begin- 
ning when the baby 1s a few weeks 
old. 
The fresh fruit jufce (tomato juice 
is quite as good; the juice of tomatoes 
canned in a factory by the vacuum 
process is as good as that of fresn 
tomato) furnishes vitamins which seem 
to bhe*esgsential for normal digestion, 
norigal bowel function, normal growth 
Just 
what the vitamins are nobody has as 
yet determined, but they are naturally 


present in’fresh milk and reduced or | s 
the salvaging of the Georgia farmer 


destroyed by boiling, sterilization or 
pasteurization, Condensed and evapo- 
rated milk is generally poor in vita- 
mins, 

If mothers are compelled to give 
their babies substitutes for breast 
feeding or for pure fresh cow’s or 
goat’s milk, the use of a few spoonfuls 
of some such fruit as part of the daily 
diet will be found to serve one good 
purpose which is obvious to nearly 
mother, the prevention of cou- 
stipation. When orange juice is given 
as early as the third week, to coun- 
teract the effects of boiled, sterilized, 
pasteurized or canned milk, only five 
to ten drops should be given the baby 
at first in a spoonful or two of water 
that has been boiled and cooled and 
the daily quantity increased gradually 
week by week until a teaspoonful of 
pure orange juice is given daily to the 
baby at the age of two months, at any 
time in the day apaet trom regular 
milk-feeding time. 

Other fruit juices which se.ve as 
well as orange juice for this purpose 
are peach, pineapple, pear, apricot and 
apple, in every instance only fresh 
fruit being used. 

Ordinarily it is advisable to begin 
feeding some such fresh fruit juice to 
a baby at the age of three months, 
even though the baby is breast-few or 
receiving unboiled or unpasteurized 
fresh milk, for the good effect of the 


fruit juice on the intestinal digestive | 


function and for the iron in fruit 
juices. 

A healthy baby enay be fed a tean- 
spoonful. or two of the pulp of any ot 
the fruits well stewed and «sfrained 
through a sieve from the age of 8S 
months, two or three times a week. 
and the quantity gradually inereased. 
No uncooked fruit pulp or fruit of 
any kind should be fe® to a baby under 
years of age. The year-old baby 
may take one or two ounces (rather 
less tan one-third of a tumblerful) of 
any fresh fruit juice with his meais 
every day when he does not have 


stewed or baked apple or other cooked

The decision of the supreme court 
in the par clearance case, handed 
down recently, was a clear-cut victory 
for the federal reserve bank of At- 
lanta, accotding to Hollins Randolph, 
attorney for the bank. Mr. Randolph 
gave out a statement, analyzing the 
decision Sunday, after carefully 
studying thé text of the supreme 
court order.

Inside Paint. 

If you are thinking of painting the 
insides of dresser drawers and shelves 
white, use paint that contains no oil.

Discolored Vases.

Boiled Rice. 

Never stir rice, or it will fall to the 
bottom of thepanand burn. A way 
to cook rice that will bring each ker- 
nel out firm and not stuck to its 
neighbor, is to soak the rice for 20 
minutes, then put into boiling salted 
water for 20 minutes, using plertty of 
water, so that the rice cannot possibly 
cook dry.
